The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 38-86 as amended in the communication mailed 29 July 2010 are allowable 
over the prior art of record herein. No prior art publication cited in Applicant's IDS filed 
on 18 October or 19 October 2010 discloses or suggests an amino acid substitution at 
the particular set of amino acid positions recited in the allowed claim 38 in a protease 
amino acid sequence that has 90% identity with the amino acid sequence of the mature 
Nocardiopsis sp. NRRL 18262 protease set forth in SEQ ID NO:2 examined herein. 
Thus claims 38-86 are allowed herewith.
